In an effort to solve the problem of 
the present high cost or milk, members 
of the Mothers' Association, of Nar- 
berth, Pa., are considering, the pur- 
chase of community cows. The plan 
will be considered at the next meet- 
ing of the organization, in December. 

Since the recent increase in the 
cost of milk many women in Nar- 
berth have complained that the pres- 
ent prices cut too deeply into tne 
household pocketbooks to allow them 
to feed milk to their children as gen- 
erously as in the past. Likewise, it 
has been necessary to curtail tne 
many delicious desserts in which milk 
played an important part. 

At the last meeting of tbe associa- 
tion the subject was discussed by the 
members, among whom are numbered 
many of Narberth's best-known 
women. At that time the suggestion 
was advanced that various families 
agree upon the purchase of a cow. 
the families for each cow to be limited 
according to the animal's producing 
capacity. 

The only objection offered to the 
scheme was the fact that none of tne 
women had ever been a milkmaid. 
Since then a gardener who is without 
employment for the winter montlis has 
offered his services for the milking 
job at a reasonable price. The women 
have figured that they can divide th© 
cost of the cows and the feed, as well 
as the milker's salary, and still pro- 
cure their milk cheaper than under 
the present rate,

The rate 
Is twelve cents a pound and limit of 
weight eleven pounds to all countries 
except to Ecuador and Panama, where 
the limit has recently been raised to 
twenty pounds.

Would you know how to tear ten or 
twelve bandages, six yards long, at 
one time, or, if unexpectedly called 
upon, could you make an abdominal 
dressing or fold a sponge? If not, 
and you are willing, there will be an 
opportunity to learn, every Monday 
afternoon this winter, for the sewing 
for the sufferers in the war zone will 
be resumed at the residence of Mrs. 
John F. Smith, 211 Elm Terrace, on 
Monday, November 27th, directly after 
lunch. 

At a business meeting last week, 
called for the purpose of reorganiza- 
tion, Mrs. Smith assumed chairman- 
ship of the Narberth branch of sew- 
ers for this season, and was assured 
of the hearty co-operation of ten or 
twelve women interested in this com- 
mendable work. 

It was decided to hold the meetings 
in our various homes on Monday aft- 
ernoons and to commence sewing each 
day as soon after lunch as Ave can 
make it convenient, and while twelve 
hard workers have already become in- 
terested, we hope by the 27th to have 
heard from as many more volunteers, 
for, as a number of the patterns have 
been changed, though no more diffi- 
cult to make than those of last year, 
still, we fear that they will require a 
little more time in preparation, and 
as we are very ambitious tomiake our 
Christmastide all the sweeter by the 
realization that the first hamper, con- 
taining at least one thousand care- 
fully prepared pieces, has gone for- 
ward, every stitch will count. This 
old saying, by the way, reminds me 
of the following incident: 

Some years ago, at the time of the 
failure of one of the large city banks, 
the little church which I had attend- 
ed from babyhood, Avas plunged into 
an awful debt and the respected trus- 
tee responsible for this unfortunate 
condition of affairs, decided on a 
hasty exit to South America, simul- 
taneously with the closing of the 
I bank's doors. 

I Some time after this, eight or ten 
| young, girls met in my home and or- 
ganized a little society which we call- 
ed "The E. S. C." (every stitch counts), 
our object being to sew for fairs, to 
bake, and do anything that could pos- 
sibly be turned into money, to help 
the trustees of said church to at least 
keep up the interest on some ten or 
twelve thousand dollars, for which 
they were held responsible. 

As time rolled on, and the neigh- 
borhood and church grew, the little 
society, begun in such a tiny manner, 
prospered, and is in existence to-day, 
with a record of having given these 
trustees many hundreds of dollars, 
their latest contribution being some 
three or four months ago, when, at 
a special meeting called for the pur- 
pose, they handed to the president of 
the board their checks for one thou- 
' sand dollars, the result of years of 
hard work keeping up Building Asso- 
ciation shares with this end in view. 
Every stitch counts as the trustees 
of the beautiful Fletcher M. E. Church 
of West Philadelphia will agree from 
personal experience with their E. S. C. 
and while we are not considering the 
sewing for the sufferers from a stand- 
point of financial remuneration, yet 
the fact remains that the greater num- 
ber of women who stitch and the more 
enthusiastic they become in the work, 
the larger the hampers and the more 
frequently they will go across The 
water on their errands of mercy, and 
consequently the greater blessing will 
be ours, for I am convinced that the 
genuine joy which comes from being 
instrumental in relieving human suf- 
fering will amply repay us for any 
effort made in this direction, and it 
requires but little effort, for the sew- 
ing is very easy, there is no garment 
making, most of it being practically 
nothing more than basting, and may 
be carried on very acceptably and 
speedily, while enjoying a box of good 
candy or a pleasant conversation with 
a friend. 

At this writing. Monday evening, 
about one hundred slings have been 
distributed for home work this week 
and we have every reason to believe 
that these will all be returned next 
Monday, completed, and ready for ship- 
ment. 

We hope to interest a number of 
home knitters and sewers in this 
worthy cause, and if, after reading
